Cincinnati, April I.—That J. Mor­ 
gan Smith and his wife would resist 
extradition to New York, where they 
have just been indicted for conspiracy 
with Nan Patterson. Mrs. Smith’s sis­ 
ter, in connection with Caesar Young, 
the iKvokmakcr, who was killed in a 
cab in New York city last May, wa3 
made evident when Attorney Shay se 
cured writs of habeas 
corpus from 
Common Pleas Judge Smith, returna­ 
ble Monday. One writ is for J. Mor­ 
gan Smith and the other for his wife, 
Julia Smith, and it is alleged in the 
writs that the Smiths are held without 
warrant; that no charge 
has 
been 
placed against them, and that there 
is no authority in law for their deten­ 
tion. 


O fficials C hange T h eir C harge. 
When arrested the two were held 
simply “ou suspicion,” and when it 
was thought a writ of habeas corpus 
would be sought Chief of Detectives 
Crawford tiled an affidavit in police 
court charging Smith and his wife with 
being fugitives from justice. 
During 
the afternoon Detective Quinn, of New 
York, who a rre ste d Nan Patterson last 
May after the shooting of Young, and 
who was well acquainted with 
the 
Smiths, called at tho Central station 
and formally identified the Smiths as 
the persons named in the New York 
indictments. Before securing the writs 
Attorney Shay had called at the po­ 
lice station and held a long conference 
with his clients, who met there for tile 
first time since their arrest.
